The June issue of FOCUS carried an article on 
the new salary schedule based on ALA standards which goes 
into effect on January 1, 1952 in Evansville and which Mr. 
Rosaaen had worked untiringly to establish. Under his dir ction 
the library had opened two new branches and a 40-hour work 
week for the staff and a 44-hour work week for the building 
force were established. 

Before coming to Evansville he had been ass‘stant to the 
Chief Librarian, Brooklyn, New York, New York Public Li- 
trary from November 1937 to August 1942, librarian, the Scran 
ton, Pennsylvania, Public Library from September 1942 to May 
1948. 

The passing of Mr. Rosaaen is not only a loss to the staff and 
city of Evansville but also to the library profession of Indiana. 
His standards of achievement and his goals should serve as an 
inspiration to other librarians in the state.
